O'MAHONEY URGES 
FOUR-POINT PLAN 
TO ‘RE-ESTABLISH 
FREE ENTERPRISE’ 


: Report to Monopoly Com 


mittee Proposes U. S. 
Chartering of Big Corpo- 
rations, Tax Revisions 


and National Conference. 


WASHINGTON, March 11 (AP). 
—Chartering of national corpora- 
tions by the Federal Government 
as one move in a four-fold effort 
“to re-establish and encourage free 
enterprise” was recom- 
mended to the Monopoly Commit- 
tee today by its chairman, Sena- 
tor O’Mahoney (Dem.), Wyoming. 

O’Mahoney was ill today when 
the time came for the committee’s 


ifinal session. The committee secre- 


tary placed in the record a report 
in which O’Mahoney reviewed its 
two years and nine months of in- 
quiry into economic ills and de- 
clared democracy was endangered 
by failure of the people to under- 
stand and correct “the causes of 
economic instability.” He con- 
cluded his 6000-word statement by 
proposing: 

“1, National charters for na- 
tional corporations, in order that 
these agencies may have a defi- 
nite and a free place in our 
economy and local business may 
be differentiated and protected 
from national business. 

“2. Effective and thorough en- 
forcement of the anti-trust laws 
to maintain competition and to 
prevent all© combinations and 
agreements that destroy business. 


Urges Tax Revisions. 


“3. Encouragement ~ of new 
business and small enterprise by 
revision of the tax laws for the 
purpose of encouraging new em- 
ployment and new industry. 

“4. A national conference called 
by Congress of the various or- 
ganizations representative of busi- 
ness, labor, agri 
sumers to... concentrate public 
thought and action on the (eco- 
nomic) objectives on which there 
is general agreement.” 

The committee, created in 1938 
at the suggestion -of President 
Roosevelt, and composed of Sena- 
tors, Representatives and officials 
of Federal agencies, soon will re- 
port to Congress its own set of 
recommendations and it was ex- 
pected that they would follow the 
lines laid down by O’Mahoney. 

O’Mahoney said the basic trouble 
with the nation’s economic system 
was that “business organization 
has grown to such proportions that 
neither the people as individuals, 
nor their local governments, are 
able to cope with it.” He added 
that “even the governments of the 
states themselves are in truth and 
in fact submerged by modern busi- 
ness organization.” 

Few Share in 

“It appears,” he declared, “that 
the great bulk of the wealth and 
income of the country is owned by 
corporations, that the overwhelm- 
ing percentage of this is owned by 
comparatively few corporations, 
that the stock ownership of these 


corporations is not substantially) 


distributed among the people of the 
country and, finally, that the divi- 


dends paid by these corporations |, 


go to a very small proportion of 
the population.” 

The result of this growth. of *cor- 
porations, he said, has been “an in- 


concentration of investment in gov- 
ernment” which unless halted “will

LONDON REPORTS 
LOSS OF 29 SHIPS 


SINCE IN OCTOBER 


England Needs All Vessels 
U. S. Can Send, Naval 
Official Says — Sinclair 
Predicts American Planes 
Will Arrive ‘in Time.’ 


LONDON, March 11 (AP).—With 
the Admiralty reporting the loss of 
29 ships, totaling 148,038 tons, in 
Britain’s worst weele at sea since 
Cetober, Britons declared today 
that the Battle of the Atlantic «vas 
on, at the same time optimistically, 
staking the future of the Kingdom 
and Empire on United States aid at 
hand or available. 

Witbout clarifying his intent, a 
high British naval official said that 


Britain had enough trained per- 
sonnel to man the whole American 
fleet if it were turned over to it 
for the conflict between British 
shipping and Axis raiders, aerial, 
surface and undersea. 

Britain, he asserted, wants all 
the ships from America it can get. 
He paid high tribute to the 50 for- 
mer United States destroyers now 
convoying freighters on the Em-| 
pire’s lifelines.

Air Minister Sir Archibald Sin- 
clair told the House of Commons 
that American planes “will get here 
in time” for the developing battle 
of the seas." Sinclair said Nazi 
Propaga:da Minister Paul Joseph 
Goebbels was telling “his dupes” 
that American help for Britain 
would arrive too late.

WASHINGTON, March 11 (AP). 
Thurman Arnold, Assistant Attor- 
ney General in charge of anti-trust 
law enforcement, told the House 
Patents Committee today that ille- 
gal use of patents was “scandalous” 
and had “created a serious-shortage 
in national defense materials.” 

He appeared as a witness in sup- 
port of proposed legislation which 
would prevent the use of injunc- 
tions in patent infringement cases 
involving national defense prod- 
ucts, and provide the patent holder 
with reasonable compensation as a 
result of infringements. 

“No injunction,” he told the com- 
mittee, “should be granted in any 
case where it would interfere with 
national defense. This safeguard 
is more important before a war than 
during it.” 

Arnold described the patent sit- 
uation as “scandalous” in a dis- 
cussion with Chairman Kramer 
(Dem.), California, of the case of 
the Bausch & Lomb Optical Co., 
which was indicted for violation of 
the anti-trust laws, pleaded noio 
contendere, and paid fines. 

Kramer suggested that the com- 
j «ny paid the fines rather than go 
on with the litigation, but Arnold 
insisted that if the committee 
should subpena the grand-jury min- 
utes in the case it would be shown 
that “as a result of the illegal use 
of patents by Bausch & Lomb we 
are in the middle of a serious short- 
age in defense materials.”

While ultimately this will place 
in a Democratic-controlled Legis- 
lature the power of decision on the 
disputed ballots, the situation will 
be vastly different from that which 
would have arisen had the decision 
rested in a partisan committee.

Question of Scratched Ballots. 

The main question will arise over 
the ballots on which voters placed 
a mark im the circlé at the top of 
the Democratic ballot, drew a line 
through McDaniel’s name, but did 
not place a mark in the square at 
the left of Donnell’s name. 


McDaniel, in his petition, alleged 
that more than 36,000 such ballots 
were counted for Donnell and that 
under the law they should have 
been counted for McDaniel. This 
figure was an arbitrary one, there 
being no way to know how many 
such ballots there were or how they 
were counted until the ballot boxes 
are opened and the ballots re- 
counted. 

It is the opinion of lawyers 
in the Legislature that 

such ballots should be rejected 
as to the office of Governor, and 
it is considered probable that the 

Legislature will make that rul- 
ing. The result of the contest 
probably will be decided by the 
recanvass of the scratched bal- 
lots of this kind.

Donnell Has no Comment. 


Gov. Donnell said today he had 
no comment to make on the plans 
for the contest.

Ferguson Charges State Employes 
Gathered Contest Data. 

JEFFERSON CITY, March 11 
(AP).—Charles “Ferguson, Repub- 
lican State chairman, asserted last 
night that State employes, “robbing 
the taxpayers by using State time 
and expense money for the purpose, 
supplied the information for Law- 
rence McDaniel’s charges of irregu- 
larity in the November election, 

Ferguson called for a legislative 
investigation of the sources of Mc- 
Daniel’s charges and suggested also 
“they might very properly be the 
subject of grand jury investiga- 
tion.”

Article Says Rate-Fixing Is 
Absolutely Necessary As 
Supplement to Priorities

NEW YORK, March 11 (AP).— 
Government war-time control of 
prices, now commanding Wall 
street attention as commodity 
prices show an inclination to rise, 
may involve the largest-scale eco- 
nomic planning yet tried in the 
United States. 

A glimpse of the economic area 
embraced in a broad scheme of 
rationing and price regulation to 
avoid recurrence of the classic war 
“inflationary” is provided by Ber- 
nard M. Baruch, who was chief of 
the United States’ War Industries 
Board in the World War, writing 
in the current issue of the Har- 
vard Business Review.

Board’s Two-Year Life. 


The act creating the Civil Aero- 
nautics Authority, and the Air 
Safety Board with an independent 
administrator, went into effect on 
Aug. 22, 1938. After a bitter fight 
in Congress over the President’s 
executive order the Safety Board 
was abolished on June 30, 1940, 
and at the same time the CAA 
was made an “administration” with 
a quasi-judicial function withia the 
Department of Commerce. 

The accident record in the light 
of these changes is interesting. 
After establishment of the inde- 
pendent authority and ‘the Air 
Safety Board, three fatal accidents 
occurred. The first of these was 
at Point Rays, Cal. on Nov. 29, 
1938. The second was at Miles 
City, Mont., on Jan. 13, 1939. The 
third was at Oklahoma City on 
March 26, 1939. 


Then from the latter date to Aug. 
31, 1940, when a Pennsylvania Cen- 
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tral Airliners crashed with 25 fatal- 
ities, there were no fatal accidents. | 
It is to this 17-month period during 
which there were no fatal accidents 
that critics of the President point 
each time a new accident occurs. 

They generally fgnore the fact 
that in the middle of this period 
—on Aug. 13, 1939—a Pan Ameri- 
can Airways liner crashed-at Rio 
de Janeiro with several fatalities. 
The operations of Pan-American 
were, of course, and still are, un- 
der the rules and regulations es- 
tablished by the Civil Aeronautics 
Administration, although foreign 
flagship accidents are ‘not ordi- 
narily included in accident totals. 

Defense Priorities a Factor. 

Many issues vital to commercial 
flying will be raised in the course 
of the investigation. Not the least 
of these is the question of defense 
priorities. From one-half to three- 
fourths of all the contracts for 
equipment ordered by commercial 
airlines during the last six months 
have been set aside by defense pri- 
orities. Heads of commerciai lines, 
backed by the Civil Aeronautics 
Administration, are now arguing 
with the Army and Navy to have 
part of this restored. 

While air traffic has fallen off 
as a result of recent accidents and 
the wide publicity given to them, 
Hinckley predicts that by spring 
or early summer, the traffic de- 
mand will be such that airlines 
will be unable to meet it, particu- 
larly in view of the shortage in 
equipment that may develop. A 
new expansion can be expected out 
of the defense boom. 

Thorny Problem. 


The task that Clark has before 
him as chairman of the subcom- 
mittee to investigate air accidents 
is a formidable one.

Brigade Chief, Commission- 
er and Staffs Among 
“‘Hundreds” Seized in 
Drive from West. | 


CAIRO, March 11 (AP).—aA bri- 
gade commander, a resident com- 
missioner, their staffs and “many 
hundreds of additional prisoners” 
have been captured by British and 
native forces in deep drives into 
Ethiopia, British general headquar- 
ters reported today. 

Imperial] forces in Western Ethi- 


opia “have captured the Afodu es- 
carpment and are now advancing 
toward Asosa,” a communique said, 


and farther east “patriot forces 


have captured the town of Dam- 
bracha and are continuing their 
pursuit of the Italian columns re- 
treating toward Debra-Markos.” 
Asosa is just inside the Ethiopian 
frontier from the Ang) tian 
Sudan and south of the frontier. 
outpost of Kurmuk, where British 
forces entered Ethiopian territory. 
Dambracha is about midway be- 
tween British-captured Burye and 
Debra-Markos in the Gojjam area. 
Retreating Italians have aban- 
doned quantities of war material, 
including six guns and an armored 
car, the communique said. 

It reported also that the advance 
on the opposite side of Ethiopia, 
inland from Italian Somaliland, “is 
developing satisfactorily.” This 
push is aimed toward the Addis 
Ababa-Jibuti Railroad. 

Apparently in line with this 
thrust, which the British hope will 
take them to the provincial capital 
of Harar, the South African air 
force raided that city March 8, 
bombing barracks and other mili- 
tary buildings, a Royal Air Force 
communique said. 

British planes also bombed and 
machine-gunned Italian positions 
near Cheran, Eritrea, a bridge on 


the Cheran-Asmara road and a gas- 
oline dump southwest of Asmara, 
the Eritrean capital. 


Air raiders again bombed the 
Suez Canal area today, but caused 
no damage or casualties, the Egyp- 


tian Government reported.

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WPA Steps Up Defense Jobs Work 
Week to 48 Hours; 200,000 Affected

WASHINGTON, March 11 (AP). 
—The Work Projects Administra- 
tion yesterday ordered a 48-hour 
work week put into effect immedi- 
ately on its defense construction 
projects which consist mainly of 
airports, access roads and building 
construction at army and navy 
posts, 

Howard O. Hunter, commissioner, 
said the order affected about. 200,- 
000 workers and would mean an in- 
crease in their pay. They have been 
working from 30 to 40 hours a 
week. 

Hunter telegraphed all 
state administrators: 

“In order to expedite work and 
move up completion dates on certi- 
fied defense projects, you are au- 
thorized to employ all workers on 
all construction projeets certified 
by the Secretaries of the War or

Navy departments as important for 
national defense on*a 48-hour per 
week work schedule effective im- 
mediately. ... 

“I wish to emphasize the neces- 
sity for putting this authorization 
into effect on all certified airport 
and access roads projects. This 
authorization supersedes previous 
exemptions granted with respect to 
hours of work on projects affected.” 

The WPA is working on about 
1100 new buildings for the War and 
Navy departments and allied agen- 
cies and is reconstructing or mod- 
ernizing 2800 others. 

Of the new buildings about 400 
are barracks, officers’ quarters or 
mess halls. The WPA already has 
built or improved 15,000 buildings 
on army and navy reservations and 
on the property of state national 
guard and nacal reserve units.

Clerks Aiso Borrowed. 


In : ddition to using the subter- 
fuge of increasing the number of 
legislative clerks by loading them 
on the payroll of a State board, 
which must receive its operating ap- 
propriations from the Legislature, 
some of the members, it is under- 
stood, lave been using mployes 
borrowed from other State depart- 
ments, for clerical work.

METAL PROPELLER BLADE

Farmhand Picks It Up Half Mile

A metal propeller blade, which

An appeal from Secretary of 
State Hull to Spanish Generalissi- 
mo Francisco Franco, it was 
learned, sought clemency for the 
political prisoners on humanitarian 
grounds after receipt of reports of 
wholesale executions and crowded 
prisons in the wake of Spain’s civil 
war. a 
The friendly request to Franco 
was disclosed by individual letters 
from the State Department to 
American citizens interested in the 
fate of Spaniards who fought vain- 
ly to save the Spanish republic. 


Position of U. S. 


The State Department's letters 
to inquiring Americans pointed out 
that since the political prisoner 
cases involved the treatment by 
Spain of Spanish nationals, the 
United States could not claim to 
have a direct interest or present 
any legal justification for action 
by the American Government. 
“Acting upon the broader 
grounds of humanity,” however, 
the letters explained, “we have ap- 
proached the Spanish Government 
with our views on this matter and 
have expressed the hope that clem- 
ency may be exercised in political 
cases.” 

The United States Government, 
in past years, has made similar 
humanitarian appeals to European 
governments on behali of German 
and Russian Jews. 

The Vichy Government, in reply 
to friendly inquiries made through 
the American Embassy, said none 
of the Spanish political refugees 
who fled to unoccupied France had 
been turned over to the Franco 
Government, 

1,200,000 Complaints. 

The Franco Government official- 
ly announced immediately after as- 
suming power that 1,200,000 infor- 
mations had been filed against re- 
publicans charging crimes of. all 
kinds during the days of the Span- 
ish republic. 

An estimated 500,000 pollitical 
prisoners were taken. Many have 
been acquitted or granted clemency 
on the ground that though they 
fought as soldiers under orders 
against Franco they had not been’ 
involved in political affairs. 

Many were sentenced to prison 
terms and numerous others have 
been reported executed. 

Thousands still are awaiting trial, 
and meanwhile have been assigned 
to build roads and carry out other 
reconstruction. 

An estimated 300,000 Spanish re- 
publicans fled to France after the 
war, but more than 200,000 since 
have returned to their homes, 

The estimated 85,000 still in 
France (of whom 60,000 are be- 
lieved to be in concentration 
camps) consist of those charged 
with murder or other crimes who 
dare not return to Spain, or those 
who do not desire to live there 
under Franco’s Government.

Usual- 
ly reliable sources said they be- 
lieved this included resistance to 
Axis demands for a base at Bi- 
zerte, French naval stronghold in 
Tunisia. 


The agreement was reached, the 
news agency said, at conferences 
here among Chief of State Henri 
Philippe Petain, Vice-Premier Ad- 
miral Jean Darlan and Gen. Max- 
ime Weygand, commander of 
French forces in Africa. It added 
that Gen. Weygand, who came to 
Vichy last week, had returned to 
his post, arriving in Algeria last 
night. 

Admiral Jean Marie Abrial, Gov- 
ernor-General of Algeria, arrived 
here yesterday to explain admin- 
istrative measures taken there, and 
the news agency said his report 
“satisfactorily completed that of 
Gen. Weygand.” 

Informed sources said Weygand 
had accused Admiral Abrial of in- 
capacity to handle acute native 
problems, involving the British 
embassies, activities of Gen, 
Charles de Gaulle’s “Free French” 
followers and food difficulties. 


Extraordinary precautions were 
taken to keep Weygand’s return 
trip secret until his safe arrival 
was announced.

chine rule at its worst, which trampled on the most 
cherished of democratic rights and processes. 

The tremendous increase in the Republican vote in 
the primary—a vote which exceeded the Democratic 
total by 13,500 and was more than four times as large 
as the Republican vote in 1937—plainly reflects the 
revulsion against the attempt of the Democratic poli- 
ticians to steal the governorship. It indicates that 
independent voters hold Mayor Dickmann responsi- 
ble in large part. 

If the Mayor is going to campaign on his record, 
let him return to the governorship issue. His state- 
ment issued on the eve of the State Supreme Court's 
unanimous decision ordering the seating of Gov. Don- 
nell was weak, inconsistent and unconvincing. In 
one place, he washed his hands of the policy pursued 
by his party and the Legislature, saying that he 
had nothing to do with it. In another, he said that 
if the Supreme Court decided against the Democratic 
plan, he would use his influence to induce Demo- 
cratic legislators to accept the ruling as final. 

The governorship case, although it has been lifted 
from the hands of the partisan stealers, is not 
yet ended. The defeated Lawrence McDaniel has 
filed a contest on the basis of contentions of fraud, 
some of which have already been disproved and have 
occasioned sharp protests. There is thus a double 
reason for Mayor Dickmann to deal with this case 
in his campaign—it is an issue still very much alive 
and it is the thing the voters are thinking about, as 
evidenced by the primary figures. 

On Jan. 25, the Post-Dispatch addressed a series 
of questions to Mayor Dickmann about his part in 
the governorship scandal. ; | 

We asked him if it was not true that he was the 
active head of the Democratic party in St. Louis, that 
this organization supported the deal to seat Mc- 
Daniel. 

We asked him if it was not impossible for him 
to escape responsibility for the party’s actions when 
it embarked on a course that must have the assent 
of the leaders. 

We asked him if his statement about opening 
every ballot box was not meaningless, since the in- 
tention of Chairman Hulen and his colleagues was 
to count only SOME of the ballots. 

We asked him if the fine things he had done as 
Mayor were not being forgotten or discounted be- 
cause he had done nothing, so far as the public knew, 
to stop the disgraceful proceedings at Jefferson City. 

We asked him if it was not in his power to stop 
that assault on democracy; if he could not send word 
to Messrs. Hulen, Hannegan and the others that he 
would not stand for it. 

We asked him why he did not denounce the steal, 
as Gov. Stark, Senator McReynolds, Senator Kinney, 
Congressman Cochran and many other leading Dem- 
ocrats of the State had done. :

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GAS MASKS FOR HORSES. 

The cavalry and artillery are being mechanized as 
fast as the factories can turn out tanks, tractors and 
trucks, War has been raging in the world for six 
years and no combatant has used gas, except for a 
few whiffs of it in Ethiopia. Yet some master mind in 
the American army has just come out, in a War De- 
partment request for funds, with a plan to buy 107,- 
000 gas masks for horses! 

Military experts have criticised the “time lag’ in 
the thinking of some army leaders. Here is a choice 
example. It lags back to the time of Alexander the 
Great, when cavalry became the decisive arm in 
battle, and progresses only as far as 1915-18, when 
poison gas was of strategic importance in the dead- 
locked trench warfare on the Western front. 

The proposed expenditure last May of $30,000,000 
for gas masks for American soldiers met with ridi- 
cule from military observers. What can be said 
now of the serious proposal to equip every army 
horse with a gas mask? Let's at least spare our 
doughboys the inhuman ordeal of trying to get one 
of the contraptions over the ears of a Missouri mule 
of merely average stubbornness. 
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WHAT THE LEASE-LEND ROLL CALL SHOWS. 

There is food for thought for the country and some- 
thing to give the administration pause in the roll 
call on the lease-lend bill, In the first place, although 
the vote was 60 to 31, it got 17 Republican votes. 
Had these Republicans, or only 15 of them, voted 
against the bill, it would have been defeated. 

Second, there is the extraordinarily large number 
of split delegations—states with one Senator who 
voted for the bill and one Senator who voted against 
it. Twenty-one states saw their Senators voting 
against each other. Their very names are im- 
pressive: California, Connecticut, Illinois, Iowa, 
Massachusetts, Michigan, Minnesota, Missouri, Mon- 
tana, Nebraska, Nevada, New Hampshire, New Mex- 
ico, North Carolina, Ohio, Oregon, Pennsylvania, 
Rhode Island, South Dakota, Vermont, Washington.

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HERBERT HOOVER AND THE BRITISH. 

It would be hard to find a politer or more earnest 
exchange of views than that between Herbert Hoover 
and the British Government on Mr. Hoover's experi- 
mental plan for feeding the Belgians. 

This is as it should be. There is no conflict on 
principles. Neither Mr. Hoover nor Mr. Churchill 
wants to see Hitler aided in his unholy war effort. 
Nor does either wish to see innocent people suffer 
unnecessary privations, Particularly does this sym- 
pathy extend to the peoples of friendly nations which 
are within the enemy lines only by the compulsion 
of Hitler’s armies. 

The question is severely practical. Mr. Hoover 
believes he can feed the Belgians (and later, perhaps, 
the people of other occupied countries) without inter- 
fering with the British war effort or assisting that 
of the Germans. The British believe none of the 
proposals so far advanced can achieve this. 

Mr. Hoover is right in refusing to consider the 
matter settled. The stake in human suffering, if not 
in actual life and death, is tremendous. There could 
be no excuse for a failure to continue the search for 
an acceptable way out of the dilemma. Mr. Hoover 
should continue devising new plans and trying to fit 
them into the British framework. He should con- 
tinue to present to the British Government such ar- 
guments, on behalf of plans both new and old, as 
he thinks are valid. The British, though quite nat- 
urally preoccupied with winning the war, owe full, 
fresh and fair consideration to each suggestion. 

More than simple humanitarianism is at stake. 
The peace and stability of the world that is to fol- 
low the war will in great measure depend upon 
whether the continental peoples maintain their faith 
‘in the British as liberators. Let German propaganda 
find a basis in fact for its incessant claims that the 
British are causing unnecessary suffering, and the 
continental peoples may be rendered unfit to play 
their part in the new world that should follow their 
deliverance. We already have a danger sign from 
France, Admiral Darlan’s statement that “the Ger- 
mans are more generous and more comprehensive of 
the needs of humanity than the English.” This is 
absurd, but Admiral Darlan is a Frenchman, and 
he evidently believes it. If he says it often enough, 
a majority of the Frenchmen who now place their 
faith in England may also come to believe it. Than 
this there could be few prospects more discouraging 
to the future of European civilization. 
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DEAD, DISHONEST OR INSANE? 

Six Camden County citizens, listed in Lawrence 
McDaniel’s petition as fraudulent voters in the gov- 
ernorship election, were certified by the County 
Court as qualified to vote, says a protest filed with 
the House yesterday by Representative H. B. Hart. 
The protest demands an apology from McDaniel, and 
threatens suit if no apology is made. 

In St. Louis County, the McDaniel petition says 
three names of dead persons were voted. The 
Post-Dispatch found last week that two of these 
persons are living, and that the name of the third, 
who had died before the election, was not voted. 

In Newton County, where the petition alleged 
there were 500 fraudulent voters, the Neosho Miner 
and Mechanic found on the list the names of 60 wide- 
ly known and qualified citizens of its city. 

In addition to these instances of errors in the peti- 
tion, the Republican State Committee asserts that a 
great many others, even more egregious, have been 
found. In one county, it asserts, persons named in 
the petition as insane and therefore incompetent to 
vote were actually “among the most highly respected 
and intelligent persons in their communities.” 

If these examples offer a fair cross-section of the 
content of the McDaniel petition, then the contest’s 
sponsors may find they have a large boomerang on 
their hands. Certainly it isn’t going to help the 
Democratic party to win support in Missouri if its 
candidate for the governorship offends citizens over 
the State by erroneously representing them in a 
legal document as dead, dishonest or insane. 
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THOSE HOMESICK LEGISLATORS. 

An epidemic of homesickness has broken out in 
Jefferson City, and it is expected to become virulent 
before the end of the week. The legislators want to 
go back to their farms and their law offices. 

The reason, of course, is that this is the last week 
during which we citizens of Missouri will reimburse 
them at the rate of $5 a day. We give them that 
much for the first 70 days of any session, after that 
only $1 a day. The 80 per cent pay cut goes into 
effect next Monday. | 

By then, we shall have paid each man of them 
+ $350. In return for this, they have given us a few 
emergency appropriations, and, of course, their pious 
object lesson in democracy—the effort to steal the 
governorship. It’s not exactly a bargain, 

There is plenty of work that needs to be done in 
Jefferson City—some of it routine, like providing 
funds for the various departments of the State gov- 
ernment; some of it out of the ordinary, like chang- 
ing the primary date and providing secret ballots. 

Not unmindful of this, some of the Senators and 
Representatives are talking of a special session. They 
want to go home now, and then come back in a little 
while to do—at $5 a day—the work that should have 
been done long ago, 

Well, there are several thousand people in Mis- 
souri who feel that $1 a day is a good income. They 
are the direct reliefers, who are expected to get along 
on $13.50 a month—if the State Treasury has any 
cash to spare for them. Perhaps legislators with 
tightened belts could learn to sympathize with these 
people at least a little bit. | 

People all over the State are disgusted with them 
—as is indicated by an editorial reprinted today from 
the Kansas City Times, There is work that must be 
done, At the same time, as Gov. Donnell has pointed 
out, there is need to economize, There is an oppor- 
tunity to kill two birds with one stone. 

Let the legislators simmer in the stew they pre- 
pared for themselves.

The Case for Feeding Europe’s Hungry

Imposition of starvation on 37,000,000 people in democracies un- 
der Nazi domination is called an unparalleled atrocity; weekly mag- 
azine says that Hoover has answered all arguments against send- 
ing food; success in feeding Belgians in First World War is cited. 


From the Christian Century. 


HE present imposition of starvation 
T upon the 37,000,000 people of the 

overrun democracies of Europe is a 
cold-blooded atrocity which has no parallel 
in history. Any nation which is in position 
to relieve even a part of this suffering and 
fails to take advantage of its opportunity 
shares with the belligerents in responsi- 
bility for the crime. 

The people of the United States alone 
are able both to bring about the lifting of 
the blockade and to supply the needed food. 
If we fail to act, we, along with the nations 
at war, become responsible for every death 
which occurs in this preventable famine. 

Our responsibility is clearer because since 
last summer there has been in existence a 
tested and practical plan by which we can 
discharge our obligation to civilization and 
to human decency. In a nation-wide broad- 
cast on Feb, 16, former President Hoover 
brought the latest revision of this plan be- 
fore the nation. With hunger and famine- 
bred disease now taking a continually tin- 
creasing toll of life among children in Bel- 
gium, he renewed his plea for compassion 
and asked that that country be used as a 
testing ground of his proposal. 

Answering every argument which has 
been raised by “bloodthirsty amateurs” 
within the churches and outside, Mr. Hoover 
spoke on behalf of more than 500 distin- 
guished Americans who now act as a 
national board of sponsors for his plea. 
His organization, the’ National Committee 
on Food for the Five Small Democracies, 
has the affiliation of more than 1500 local 
committees and the support of more than 
1000 public bodies, including hundreds of 
churches and religious groups, 

+ * ⸗ 

Mr. Hoover has thus become the voice 
of the aroused Christian conscience of 
America, voicing its righteous revulsion at 
giving its co-operation, voluntarily or invol- 
untarily, to warfare by starvation. 

The Hoover committee has placed before 
the German and British Governments its 
plan to meet the ghastly reality of famine 
in Belgium without military benefit or in- 
jury to either belligerent. The feeding will 
be done only through soup kitchens. The 
people will use ration cards and there can 
be no question of feeding Germans. 

At first the committee proposes to feed 
1,000,000 adults and 2,000,000 children. The 
adults will receive daily a half-pound of 
bread and an allowance of soup. The chil- 
dren will in addition get special food, in- 
cluding preserved milk. This would require 
the transportation of 50,000 tons of food a 
month, one-half breadstuffs and one-half 
meat, fats and food for children. 

The German Government would be obliged 
to pledge no requisitioning of native food, 
and the neutral observers would be present 
to see that the promise was obeyed, Both 
Governments would guarantee the food 
ships immunity against attack. 

The whole plan would be under the ad- 
ministration of a neutral body, like that 
which successfully fed 10,000,000 Belgians 
and others behind the German lines in the 
First World War, while 800,000 Germans 
were dying of starvation. 

Belgian money now impounded in this 
country would be used to finance the feed- 
ing, and Belgian ships to transport the 
food. If the test is successful and the Gov- 
ernments keep their pledges, the plan may 


later be extended to other countries. If it 
fails, says Mr. Hoover, “we quit.” 
Quick to sense the appeal that Mr. 
Hoover’s plan will have for the American 
people, the British Government declared in 
advance through its spokesmen among the 
American correspondents in London that 


- it would not agree to the proposal. It said 


that entrance of food through the block- 
ade would permit the Germans to take an 
equivalent amount for themselves from the 
people, ignoring the fact which has been 
established by Mr. Hoover’s representatives 
that such equivalent supplies do not exist. 

* * 


It maintains that the Germans must pro- 
vide the food and transportation over their 
railroads. In the light of the establbished 
fact that the needed supplies do not exist 
in Europe, where 300,000,000 people are on 


rations equivalent to those prevailing in the 


third year of the last war, and that the 
German railways in Western Europe have 
been systematically bombed for months by 
the R. A. F., this position is a virtual sen- 
tence of death to 2,000,000 Belgian children 
and a million adults. 

Evidence daily accumulates that Mr. 
Hoover’s determination to “raise a voice” 
in behalf of elemental mercy is rolling up 
a tremendous echo throughout this conti- 
nent. While the opposition of a small group 
of highly placed churchmen has succeeded 
in silencing important church bodies, there 
is a rising resentment at this throttling of 
so elemental an impulse, and a sense of 
shame which demands that the churches 
speak clearly and act boldly in the exercise 
of the Christian ministry of compassion. 

A church leader who took it upon him- 
self to write those who publicly support the 
plan in an attempt to dissuade them from 
doing their duty in feeding the hungry 
has learned something of the force of this 
conviction. He recently received an answer 
from the editor of a religious weekly. “That 
a Christian minister could seriously advo- 
cate the starvation of a friendly people, !In- 
cluding women and children, in order that 
they will revolt and in order that disease 
may spread among them and be trans- 
mitted to their conquerors is simply in- 
credible,” he wrote. Incredible—yes. But 
it is true, and not of one minister only. 

* e * 

One of America’s leading ministers re- 
ceived the same letter from the church 
leader. He answered: “I am sorry that 
you regret that I have given my name as 
one of those supporting the Hoover plan. 
I have no regrets at all, but should regard 
myself as a renegade Christian and a man 
of unfeeling shame if I did not support 
this plan.” , 

When each American Christian similarly 
turns aside from fear and the callous coun- 
sels of political, expediency and listens to 
the voice within to which he has given 
his pledge of highest devotion, food will 
begin to move toward Belgium. 

The food is here. We have the influ- 
ence which can open the blockade to it. 
We are thus responsible. Until we do every- 


thing in our power, we shall all deserve 


the scorching denunciation with which the 

minister referred to above ended his letter:

Specific Suggestions for Schools 
Adopted by Con- 
: ference, 


Specific suggestions for making 
American schools more effective 
training grounds for democratic liv- 
ing emerged yesterday from round- 
table discussions at the end of an 


Youth for the Responsibilities of 
American Citizenship” held at Ho- 
tel Statler under the auspices of 
the Educational Policies Commis- 
sion of Washington, a subdivision 
of the National Education Assocta- 
tion. 

More than 140 school administra- 
tors, teachers and educational spe- 
cialists from Missouri and [Illinois 
attended the conference, locally 
sponsored by Washington and St. 
Louis universities and the public 
schools. 

Representatives of five round 
tables reported to a general con- 
ference session suggestions grow- 
ing out of their group discussions 
on making democratic education 
more effective. The recommenda- 
tion was made that school adminis- 
tration should itself be democrat- 
ized so that all concerned with 
schools might work together on 
common problems. A democratic 
trend in education, it was stressed, 
would be one toward each. indi- 
vidual's direction of his own activ- 
ities. 

Teachers, as well as administra- 
tors, have a responsibility to see 
that their contacts with pupils are 
democratically ordered, a second 
round table report recommended. 
Self-evaluation by pupils rather 
than grades should be emphasized 
as the indication of achievement. 
Pupils should be free to criticise, 
but should also be made aware of 
the responsibilities of freedom. 

A third round table reported that 
the subject matter of education re- 
quires re-examination to adapt it 
better to the job of making free 
men and ‘loyal citizens. “Revital- 
ization of all courses” was recom- 
mended to stress the values of 
democracy. St. Louis Superintend- 
ent of Instruction Homer W. An- 
derson suggested that courses in 
homemaking, industrial arts, social 
science and guidance “might be 
made particularly fruitful for the 
teaching of democratic principles.” 
Out-of-class activities, as school 
newspapers, dramatic and language 
clubs, and athletics, have been ef- 
fectively used in some European 
countries to promote a totalitarian 
ideal, another groups pointed out. 
They are of value in inculcating 
democratic) patterns of thought and 
behavior, it was said, only if they 
are organized spontaneously and 
administered democratically. “Fac- 
ulty advisers, not censors, are 
needed.” 

The value of student self-gov- 
ernment was .stressed. Limited 
disciplinary authority over other 
pupils should be given to student 
council officers, it was recommend- 
ed. And the suggestion was made 
that “there was nothing inherently 
dangerous in the idea that stu- 
dents might pass on the qualifica- 
tions of their teachers.” 

A final recommendation was 
made that community councils, in 
which schools and service and po- 


litical clubs participated, ought to 


be set up. Through these councils 
neighborhood projects might be 
started in which pupils could play 
an active and effective role for the 
common good. 

Business of the conference end- 
ed with a summing up by William 
G. Carr, secretary of the Educa- 
tional Policies Commission, who as- 
serted, “Our present concern with 
the improvement of civic educa- 
tion is strongly motivated by the 
conviction that the total defense 
of our country requires more than 
armed men and engines of war. 
The moral defense of democracy, 
which is the primary concern of 
education, is as important as the 
military defense or the economic 
defense.”

THINGS TO DO ABOUT SHIPPING 


By JOSEPH ALSOP and ROBERT. KINTNER 


WASHINTGON, March 11, 

HE impression has somehow 
T got abroad that short of send- 

ing our navy on convoy duty, 
this eountry can do nothing to help 
Britain meet the deadly German 
threat to her shipping life-lines. 
The impression is totally incorrect. 
There are plenty of things to do. 
The only difficulty is that no one 
in the Government seems to be 
either authorized or ready to do 
them. 


Assisting Britain to protect her 
convoys is the most controversial 
on the list of things under discus- 
sion. Increasing Britain’s merchant 
shipping resources is first in imme- 
diate importance. 

A step in this direction would be 
a change_in the present marine 
combat zones, to permit American 
merchant ships to go to Halifax 
and Suez. The waters near Halifax 
have never been dangerous, while 
Wavell’s army and the British 
Mediterranean fleet have now re- 


southeastern corner of the Mediter- 
ranean, The biggest single strain 
on Britain’s shipping is the neces- 
sity of making the immense detour 
around Africa and up through the 
Suez Canal to supply the Greeks 
and the British army fin Africa. As 
many of the supplies come from 
this country and Canada, it would 
greatly lessen the strain if part of 
them could be carried in American 
bottoms. 


Joint Planning. 


NOTHER step would be joint 
planning of the use of British 
and American merchant ton- 
nage. So far, the Maritime Com- 
mission and the British Ministry of 
Shipping have followed a sort of 
rule of thumb system. In the first 
stages of the war, the British were 
reluctant to abandon profitable com- 
mercial shipping routes, and this re- 
luctance greatly lessened American 
interest in their shipping problem. 
Lately they have been dropping the 
routes, one by one, until they are 
now near the end of this resource. 
Meanwhile, where necessary, Ameri- 
can ships have been taking the 
routes over. 


Real efficiency calls, however, for 
something much more drastic. First, 
the use of both British and Ameri- 
can tonnage must be largely limited 
to war purposes, although certain 
routes, such as those to South Amer- 
im, cannot be abandoned for diplo- 
matic reasons. 


Once there is such a limitation, 
and onee tonnage use is planned, 
British shipping can be reserved 
for voyages through combat zones, 
while American shipping does duty 
farther from the war area. Then, 
second, certain American tonnage 
can be taken out of its present serv- 
ice and lease-loaned to Britain. For 
example, a large part of our mer- 
chant fleet, though adequate for 
the trans-Atlantic passage, is en- 
gaged in the inter-coastal trade. 
The goods some of these ships now 
carry can be transported by truck, 
rail or pipe-line, and the ships them- 
selves taken over. 


Finally, there are about 500,000 
tons of neutral and belligerent 
owned shipping lying idle in our 
port, which can be requisitioned, 
The Job Can Be Done. 


Y planning tonnage use, and 
B requisitioning free tonnage, it 

is estimated that between 2,000,- 
000 and 3,000,000 tons additional, 
enough to carry the British through 
the crisis immediately ahead, can 
be made available. 


As far as joint planning is con- 


cerned, a British shipping expert 
of the highest standing will soon 
come to this country to be ready 
for it. It can be done. But to 
obtain the necessary powers over 
our own shipping the President will 
have to proclaim a full national 
emergency,’ while after an inter- 
minable inter-departmental row the 
Attorney-General has ruled infor- 
mally that an act of Congress is 
needed to take the foreign tonnage 
in our ports. si 

Although there is support for 
American convoying from an im- 
portant faction in the Navy De- 
partment, the intention must come 
from the President. Despite the 
rumors, there are no signs he h&s 
such an intention, and many that 
he has not. He would probably 
approve the transfer to Britain of 
additional ‘“over-age” destroyers, 
but this is opposed at the Navy 
Department, and Secretary Knox’s 
comment on Wendell Willkie’s 
statement on the subject has made 
such a transfer difficult though not 
impossible. 

Nevertheless, powerful assistance 
can still be given. The navy’s fly- 
ing boats are invaluable for air 
convoying and anti-submarine 
work. So far the British have re- 
ceived very few, for production 
has been extremely slow at the 
Consolidated factory, where the 
PBYs are made. This month, for 
example, the schedule was fulfilled, 
but the schedule called for produc- 
tion of only 22 flying boats. Pro- 
duction must be speeded up. Mean- 
while, some of the navy’s old 
PBYs can be lease-loaned to Brit- 
ain, and the British can be given 
a larger proportion of the new 
ones. 


Lack of Planning, 


LL these expedients have at 
A least been discussed by the 

President and his subordinates, 
After the inter-departmental row 
about requisitioning foreign ton- 
nage, Secretary of State Cordell 
Hull requested the President to 
hand the problem to some one for 
study, and the President gave it to 
the Maritime Commission. There 
this aspect of the situation, and 
most of the others, have been ex- 
amined, and certain steps have 
been taken, such as warning ship- 
owners of what the future may 
bring. But the fact of the matter ‘s 
that no final decisions have been 
taken; no long-term plans made. 
And although each of the final de- 
visions will.take many weeks and 
perhaps months to bear fruit, they 
still seem likely to be deferred until 


the crisis becomes acute.

The apathy that first spread over 
France after surrender has disap- 
peared in great degree, Mrs. Olmer 
said. Anti-German feeling is more 
intense than during the actual con- 
flict and pro-British sentiment is 
rising. It made itself known in 
jokes and gestures, such as the 
display after a recent Italian defeat 
by hundreds of men who fastened 
a piece of macaroni in their lapels, 
trimming it with a tiny ribbon of 
black crepe. 

Until the invasion was imminent 
Mrs. Olmer edited a news letter in 
Paris for circulation among Ameri- 
can residents. Her husband, a 
chemist, was completing his studies 
for a doctorate in chemistry and 
physics. He was almost prevented 
from obtaining it by the: paper 
shortage which delayed the print- 
ing of his thesis in proper form. 
After this difficulty, and another 
that developed from the fact that 
there was hardly a printing press 
in working order in the region, had 
been overcome, they began their 
trip across Spain to Lisbon, Por-

Possible Trouble. 


While no doubt is cast on the 
loyalty of Saudi Arabia to the Brit- 
ish cause, it is noted that Ibn 
Saud’s closest adviser is the mys- 
terious El Korkani, who had a 
long talk with Adolf Hitler two 
years ago and who since has not 
indicated where he stands. 

Should the Germans succeed in 
breaking through the Aegean and 
subsequently attack Turkey, their 
propaganda in the Near East might 
bear unpleasant fruit for the Brit- 
ish. The British would be hard put 
to make promises to the Arabs as 
lavish as the Germans are making. 

To their credit, it must be said 
that the British have resisted the 
temptation to repeat the offers 
which were made to the Arabs in 
the last war by Sir Henry Mac- 
Mahon, British plenipoteniary, al 
though they have long recognized 
the importance of Arab support if 
the oil fields of the Near East are 
to be kept away from the Axis.

3 RESCUED BRITISH 
SAILORS LANDED INUS 


Survivors Describe Torpedoing 
of Freighter in Atlantic 
——13 Men Missing. 


PHILADELPHIA, March 11 (AP). 
-——Twenty-three young survivors of 
a torpedoed British freighter anx- 
iously awaited further sailing or- 
ders today because “we're fighting 
& war, you know.” 

The 28, who range in age from 
15 to 25, were landed here yester- 
day by another British freighter, 
the Empire Cheetah, which picked 
them up in the Atlantic Ocean 600 
miles from the coast of Ireland 
after their ship, the Marslew, was 
sunk by a torpedo Feb. 28. Their 
vessel was bound from Liverpool 
to South America. 

They brought. the first word that 
the ship had been sunk. Of the 
36 officers and crew members, 18 
are unaccounted for, including the 
master. 

The seamen were fitted out with 
clothes at the Seaman’s Church In- 
stitute. They said the torpedo 
broke the 5000-ton ship in half and 
smashed two of four lifeboats. 
The fore part of the vessel went 
down in four minutes, they related, 
while the after section remained 
afloat several hours. 

Douglas McKillop, a radio opera- 
tor, was in the wireless room when 
the torpedo struck. The lights went 
out, he said, and he hastily threw 
an emergency circuit and sent out 
a distress signal. 

“In a few minutes,” he said, “T 
was in the water, swimming in a 
heavy swell.” 

He was picked up by men in one 
of the lifeboats after spending about 
15 minutes in the icy water. 

It was his second sinking. He/7 
was aboard another British freight- 
er that was torpedoed off the coast 
of Spain. 

Cadet Ulan T. Todd, an appren- 
tice, was taking a bath when the 
attack occurred. He managed to 
reach a lifeboat but it was swamped 
as it hit the water. Todd swam 
for two hours before being picked 
up. 

Youngest members of the crew 
landed here are J. F. Whitworth, 
15, a cabin boy, and William A. 
Jones, 16.

After the said three no 
trump West probably bid four 
spades, but whether he did this or 
permitted the no trump to stand, 
the opportunity to play the hand at 
the obviously correct spot of six 
clubs was irretrievably lost. 

In the new system the bidding 
goes smoothly and ‘without dan- 


ger, as follows: 
West East 
2 spades 3 clubs 
4 no trump 5 clubs 
6 clubs 


The question will immediately be 
raised as to how it would affect the 
final contract if East’s suit hap- 
pened to be diamonds, West’s sin- 
gleton. This would create no dif- 
ficulty nor any danger. In that 
case West would simply hold the 
bidding down because of his non- 
fit, and the partnership would end 
up at three no trump or four 
spades.

These and some 30,000 other new 
kinds of packages, about to parade 
in our stores by the millons, are 
the packaging industry’s offering to 
the American public this year. 

Each spring leading designers 
and manufacturers and users of the 
new boxes, bags, bottles, jars and 
other containers place their best 
and most novel products on display. 
You will see them in your home or 
upon store shelves. 

Scientific research aids packag- 
ing progress by producing new ma- 
terials or applications and invent- 
ing clever ways to make the pack- 
aging of merchandise better, more 
convenient, more attractive and 
more economical. 


Transparent wrappings and con- 
tainers for &lmost everything from 
silver to carrots have been made 
possible by the problems of pack- 
aging. Showing the article and yet 
protecting it has become a prevail- 
ing mode. 


Replacing glass containers that 
are costly to ship and may break, 
lubricating oil is now sold in 
transparent, unbreakable plastic 
bottles. Even the label is trans- 
parent, consisting of a _ cellulose 
acetate sheet that is pressed into 
the plastic oil-can’s shell to become 
a part of it. Designed primarily for 
sportsmen, the new oil dispenser is 
only a fifth the weight of the glass 
bottle previously used. 


Hanks of clothes line are now 
housed in cellulose bags that do 


, not conceal the merchandise but 


keep it clean, One triek in this 
new package is that two 50-foot 
hanks are connected by a strand of 
the rope and the clerk can sell a 
continuous 100 feet or give the 
customer 50 feet by a snip of the 
shears. 

Carpenters and amateur handy- 
men about the house can see the 
auger bits they are buying when 
they are packaged in transparent 
cellulose capsules, instead of the 
old-fashioned brown paper wrap- 
pings or wooden boxes. 

Carrots, garden-fresh, are now 
being furnished the housewife in 
sanitary pre-packed containers of 
transparent sheeting made from a 
rubber derivative. These moisture- 
tight bags can be reused in the re- 
frigerator for wrapping other food. 

The latest kind of silver chest 
is made of a transparent plastic

A prize-winning package of sev- 
eral years ago was transparent rub- 
ber hydrochloride sheeting for con- 
taining processed cheese. This year 
the same general method is being 
applied to wrapping natural cheese 
that heretofore has been marketed 
in bulk “wheels” familiar in the 
delicatessen showcase, There is no 
rind or dried surface.. 

Cheese also appears in colorless 
wax and cellophane dress ready 
for table use, with size of the 
pieces such that it can be sliced 
through the wrapping right at the 
table. 


The latest development in tin 
containers is the flat box that 
opens with a press of the thumb, 
not the breaking of a fingernail. 
Wire hinges are replaced by a lug 
arrangement that securely attaches 
the top to the base and allows fin- 
ger pressure at the back of the 
box to open it. It is used to pack 
medical tablets. 


Soiled hands in the interest of 
white shoes are prevented by a new 
dispensing closure for shoe cleaner. 
Instead of the mussy sponge, the 
bottle” has a fiber-covered rubber 
top with which the white stuff is 
applied directly to the shoe. 


Manicure cosmetics for making 
nails colorful now come in col- 
lapsible tubes with brush or felt 
self-applicator tops instead of or- 
‘dinary bottles.

My letter of introduction oper- 
ated well, and I was most cour- 
teously received and shown around 
by Senor J. Talarico, the director. 
Senor Talarico’s offhand familiarity 
with reptiles can hardly fail to 
arouse emotions of astonishment 
and admiration. I saw Senor Tal- 
arico handling not one, but dozens 
of snakes, all at the same time. 
Senor Talarico has been bitten hun- 
dreds of times in his seven years’ 
experience. 

But to see Senor Talarico ex- 
tract the venom from a rattler is 
a sight of scientific wonder and 
delight. He gets the snake just 
back of the head. This causes 
him toopen his mouth automatical- 
ly and show the two upper fangs, 
sharp as needles. Senor Talarico 
bares these with his steel instru~ 
ment, stripping the gums back, 
so we can all get a good view of 
the show. Then he squeezes the 
poison glands just behind the jaws, 
and down the fangs run three or 
four drops of murky, yellow, opal- 
escent liquid.
